ocrats on Capitol Hill. 

Trump vocally supported 
the release of the Republi- 
cans’ memo last week, de- 
classifying its contents on 
Friday over the objections of 
Democrats and his own FBI, 
which issued a rare public 
statement to warn that it had 
“grave concerns” about the 
memo’s accuracy. On Satur- 
day, he claimed, incorrectly, 
that the memo “totally vin- 
dicates” him in the continu- 
ing investigation into Rus- 
sia’s interference in the 2016 
election. 

The 10-page Democratic 


document is certain to be less 
flattering to his case. Dem- 
ocrats have said the memo 
corrects mischaracterizations 
by the Republicans and adds 
crucial context to actions 
by the FBI and the Justice 
Department in obtaining a 
secret Foreign Intelligence 
Surveillance Court order to 
wiretap the former Trump 
aide, Carter Page, in October 
2016. 

If Trump tries to block the 
Democratic memo’s release,

Empower Texans wants 
to ferret out liberal 
politicking in schools

One of the state’s most in- 
fluential conservative groups 
has fired the latest salvo in the 
battle on how much a school 
district can do to mobilize vot- 
er turnout among its students 
and employees. 

The group, Empower Tex- 
ans, mailed letters to school 
district employees across Tex- 
as last week, asking for them 
to become “whistleblowers” 
against districts that over- 
stepped their bounds to “ac- 
complish political objectives.” 

“Alert!” the letter from Em- 
power Texans’ counsel Tony 
McDonald began. “Some 
school districts across the 
State of Texas are vowing to 
illegally misuse school district 
recourses [sic] to electioneer 
for liberal candidates in up- 
coming elections.” 

Teacher advocates labeled 
the letter “ridiculous” and “of- 
fensive,’ calling it the latest 
in an effort to suppress voter 
turnout among the state's edu- 
cators. 

Nonprofit education orga- 
nizations — including power- 
ful groups such as the Texas 
Association of School Boards 
and the Association of Texas

Letter undercuts pope's claim 


Victim detailed Chilean 
bishop’s role in sexual 
abuse cover-up in 2015

VATICAN CITY — Pope 
Francis received a victim's let- 
ter in 2015 that graphically 
detailed how a priest sexually 
abused him and how other 
Chilean clergy ignored it, con- 


tradicting the pope’s recent 
insistence that no victims had 
come forward to denounce the 
cover-up, the letter’s author 
and members of Francis’ own 
sex-abuse commission have 
told The Associated Press. 
The fact that Francis re- 
ceived the eight-page letter, 
obtained by the AP, challenges 
his insistence that he has “zero 
tolerance” for sex abuse and 
cover-ups. It also calls into 


question his stated empathy 
with abuse survivors, com- 
pounding the most serious cri- 
sis of his five-year papacy. 

The scandal exploded last 
month when Francis’ trip to 
South America was marred 
by protests over his vigorous 
defense of Bishop Juan Bar- 
ros, who is accused by victims 
of witnessing and ignoring the 
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Yvonne Lee/The Associated Press 
Juan Carlos Cruz says Pope Francis received a letter he 
wrote in 2015 accusing Bishop Juan Barros of concealing 
sex abuse by a priest. Francis defended Barros last month. 
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
